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| A LAKE’S SUBMARINE TORPEDO BOAT & 

| Mr. Simon Lake is the inventor of a new type of submarine torpedo boat in 
which there are several special features. His plans for these boats were recently 
| submitted to the naval authorities and were very highly indorsed. Mr. Lake has 
been working on the problem of submarine craft for eighteen years and has built 
three experimental boats during the past seven years. Several naval officers 
| recently inspected the Argonaut, his latest boat, and they were very much pleased 
with her arrangement. What especially pleased them was the diving compart- 
ment, from which divers can readily leave and enter the vessel, while it is sub- 
| merged, without any water ent'ring the ship. This feature is not provided in any 
other submarine boat, and is considered especially valuable in mining and counter- 
| mining operations. Another feature of the Lake type is that the boat submerges 
| on a level keel while others make a plunge bow first, and it has been found very 
difficult to control them in a vertical plane. The new boat, a model of which ts 
| pictured above, will be about the same length as the Argonaut, 65 fe ut will be 
two feet more beam, and will have power sufficient to drive her at about ten knots. 
She will carry five Whitehead torpedoes, and the firing tubes. These torpedoes 
carry five hundred pounds of gun-cotton each, and one of them is sufficient to 
destroy the most powerful of battleships.
